TALLAHASSEE — The final 
draft.of regulations for enforce- 
of the new sales tax are being sent 
this week to the suboffices of 
Comptroller C. M. Gay, to ready.

The three percent levy which be- 
comes effective next esday also 
applies to rental of tangible 
Personal Property. 

The law defines “tangible per- 
sonal property” in broad enougo 
terms to tax the rental of any per- 
sonal property “which may be 
Seen, weighed, measured, felt or 
touched, or is in ‘any other man- 
ner perceptible to the senses.” 

That does not include such Teal 
Property as houses’ and lots, nor 
intangibles like Stocks, bonds, 
notes, insurance or other obliga- 
tions. ê

The Pahokee-Canal Point Com- 
munity Chest is on its last legs. in 
fact it is about to enter the sams 
laid with the dodo bird. Public 
spirited men and women who have 
worked to keep it intact: have just 
about made up their minds that it 
isn’t worth the effort—because the 
cooperation necessary to put it 
over isn’t forthcoming. The Chest 
was established to do away with 
eight or ten individual drives dur- 
ing. the course of a year’s time. A 
donor, who had been giving $10 to 
each of the eight or ten drives, 
gave a lump sum of say $75 or 
$100 and wasn’t bothered for a 
year.

And, on such a 
plan the Chest cannot survive. 

Workers, who go around for 
Pledges and checks, have been cn 
the receiving end of too much 
abuse about what is done with the 
money. There are dozens of busi- 
ness men and women in -Pahokee 
and Canal Point who wouldn’t give 
one minute's time to help in get- 
ting pledges or cash for the Chest 
But, some of these very same men 
and women are the very first to do 
a lot of yapping about how the 
money is spent. The next time yo 
hear one of them yow-yowing, ask 
him how much time he spent in 
gathering in pledges and cash for 
the Chest. Don’t embarass him by 
asking how much he gave. 

A meeting has been called by 
officials of the Chest to decide 
what to do. My suggestion is that 
they wind up their little ball of 
yarn and let somebody else carry 
the ball for a while.
